Funeral services were held 
Monday afternoon for 3-year- 
‘old Pricilla Martinez who was 
struck and killed by a car in 
front of her home last Saturday. 

The investigation is not com- 
pleted, but Officer Т.Е, Murphy 
said witnesses at the scene said 
the child ran into the street 
and then turned back toward 
her house when she was struck 
on the right side of her body. 

The child was taken to 
Glades General Hospital where 
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Three-year-old killed after 
running out in front of car 


she was pronounced dead at 
1:15 p.m. The accident 
occurred at Northwest Second 
Street and Northwest Avenue 
D, Belle Glade. 

Skid marks show the driver, 
29-year-old Maribel Thomas, 
skidded for several feet to avoid 
hitting the child. 


Pricilla's father;Artura Mar- , 


tinez, was in his front driveway 
washing his truck at the time 
of the accident. The mother, 
Norma Martinez had walked 
across the street to put out trash. 

Officer Murphy said Mrs. 
Martinez claims her daughter 
was on the side of the road 
when she was hit. His investi- 
gation shows the child was sev- 
en feet, two inches into the 
roadway when the accident 
happened. Five witnesses to 
the accident, in addition to Ms. 
Thomas, tell the same story. 

Ms. Thomas has not been 
charged in the accident, 
although Officer Murphy said 
he believes from the evidence, 
she may have been going a lit- 
tle over the speed limit.

Pahokee sets millage rate

The City of Pahokee finalized 
the 1993-1994 budget and set 
their millage rate Tuesday 
night, but questions concerning 
economic development and city 
cleanup still loom large in the 
mind's of commissioners and 
citizens. Fifteen. citizens 
showed up to hear the results. 

Glen Cline, finance director, 
announced the city's fiscal bud- 
get will be $2,218,685 and the 
millage rate has been set at 
7.8430. 

But in order to make the city 
more appealing for people to 
live and survive financially in 
the future, commissioners and 
citizens said they feel Pahokee 
must. focus its efforts on eco- 
nomic development and clean- 
up. McCrory and Glades Mer- 
cantile closed their businesses 
in the city in 1992 and Glades 
Ford moved to Belle Gladé that 
same year. 

Thomas Davis of Bacom 


Point Road and Lewis Friend 
both spoke to the commission-

"I don't miss my parents too 
much," he said, "but I miss my 
brother and sister." 

His older sister, Elin, encour- 
aged him to try for the 
exchange student programm. She 
was an exchange student two 
years ago and stayed with a 
family in Texas. Jonas said she 
had some great experiences,

Another difference he noticed 
was the abundangg of groceries 
available at the supermarket, 
especially the varieties of cere- 
а]. 

"It's small things. We went to 
U-Save and the guy puts the 
groceries in your bag. I'd never 
seen that before. They don't do 
that at home," he said. 

Jonas is also impressed with 
how nice everyone has been to 
him. 

"They want to show me 
everything. I've been to the 
beach, Disney World, and the 
parents want to take me on air- 
boat rides," he said. 

The students at Glades Day 
have been helpful to the new 
kid on the block. They offer 
advice, question him about his 
home and offer him rides at 
lunchtime. 

Jonas said he feels bad 
because he doesn't have a 
driver's license or a car and 
must rely on others for trans- 
portation if he wants to go off 
campus for lunch. 

In Sweden, Jonas would be 
Eoing into his junior year. He 
will get no credit at home for 
this year of schooling and will 
have to go back as a junior, but 
he said it's worth it. 

"I really think you grow up 
when you do something like 
this, ‘cause my sister was a 
totally differerit person when 
she came home," he said.

Cookbook by Glades pioneer contains more 
than your regular recipes 


Edith and Francis Cross, Jr.

Recipes of the late Edith 
Cross have been lovingly saved 
by her daughter-in-law, Gene 
Cross and recorded іп-а cook- 
book. 

The cookbook, titled "Edith's 
"Receipts" And More..." was 
originally planned as a gift for 
children and grandchildren. It 
was finished in February, 1993, 
just one month before Edith's 
death. 

Gene Cross said after others 
іп the community saw the cook- 
book, they began asking for 
copies and now the recipe book 
is available'at, Everglades Trad- 
ing Company Office Supply 
for a modest fee. Cathy Cross, 
whose husband, Вгуай, is the 
grandson of the late Edith and 
Francis Cross, owns Everglades 
Trading Company. They recent- 
ly purchased Raulerson's Office 
Supply and changed the name. 

Proceeds from the cookbook 
have been donated to Canal 
Point United Methodist 
Church, where Mrs. Cross was 
a long-time member. 

Edith Cross, who died March 


9 of this year, was an accom- 
plished cook and homemaker. 
Daughter-in-law Gene Cross 
complied the recipes, along 
with clippings of news events 
from the 1930's, 40's and 50's 
and health and beauty tips, 
from material Edith had stored 
at her home. 

Mrs. Edith Cross was born in 
1903 in Astatula, Florida. She 


was the fifth child іп а family of 


seven. When she was a teenag- 
er, her family moved to Kramer 
Island, near Pahokee. Her 
father, William Bolar Moon, 
moved to the area бо try his 
hand at farming. 

This was whére she met her 
future husband, Francis Cross, 
whose mother was the post 
master and-whose father had a 
fishing business. 

While the Cross family was 
living-on the island, Edith's son 
and only child, Francis W. 
Cross, Jr. was delivered at 
Good Samaritan Hospital, West 


Palm Beach, on October 14, | 


1920. Gene (Rushing) Cross lat- 
er became the wife of Francis 
Cross Jr.

Francis worked as a toll 
house keeper on Conner's High- 
way which was opened July 4, 
1924. 

During this time, according to 
Gene Cross' recollections іп the 
book, her father-in-law operat- 
ed a speedboat for Southern 
Sugar Company, forerunner of 
the U.S. Sugar Corporation. 

He transported dignitaries to 
and from West Palm Beach. he 
also carried the first sugar mill 
building from Graham's Dairy 
to Clewiston by barge. 

Later in his career, Mr. Cross 
worked as a deputy sheriff and 
then a constable for sixteen 
years for Palm Beach County in 
the Glades. He also remained a 
part-time farmer.

Edith worked as the clerk for 
Hoy and Lucille Miller at the 
Canal Point Drug Store for over 
20 years and later worked for 
Mel Paul, the pharmacist:who 
took over the business. 

In an excerpt. from the book, 
Gene Cross says "Edith was a 
homemaker, a number one 
ironer and an excellent cook. 
This, with her natural beauty, 
which was a legend in itself, 
was a real combination. 

"Edith reigned supreme in 
the kitchen, and like her father, 
she was very good with plants 
and shrubs... She could also 
crochet and tat." 

Gene Cross said the stories in 
the cookbook are "part of a love- 
ly young woman who became 
an accomplished homemaker in 
the Glades. Her work was done 
well and with pride. 
"She gave it her best. And, 
her best was second to none."

And when the test 
involves the "C" word of Cancer, 
we all can find additional 
excuses to do nothing. 

By declaring October as 
national Breast Cancer Aware- 
ness Month, the American Can- 
cer Society is reminding all 
women not to put off doing sim- 
ple breast cancer detection 
measures. One in nine women 
will develop breast cancer and, 
this year, about 46,000 Ameri- 
can women will die because of 
breast cancer. 

So what do you do and where 
do you start with those steps to 
rest more assured that breast 
cancer is not going to catch you 
or.your family members by sur- 
prise. 

First of all let's talk about 
higher risk groups, that is, 
those people who should be 
most concerned about taking

action now. Those circum- 
stances which increase the 
chances: for breast’ cancer 
include: 

* Being older than 50 

* Having a personal or family 
history of breast cancer 

* Never giving birth 

* First giving birth after age 30. 

There is also mounting evi- 
dence that a high fat diet can 
increase the risk of breast can- 
cer. Contrary to some beliefs, 
an injury to the breast may call 
а woman's attention to a tumor 
that is already there, but can- 
not cause breast cancer. 

The good news from he Amer- 
ican Cancer Society is that the 
number of deaths due to breast 
cancer could be much lower if 
more women followed the sim- 
ple steps recommended for 
them according to their age 
group. By following these sim- 
ple steps, women can help 
ensure that developing breast 
cancers are caught in their ear- 
liest, most curable stages. 


Action you can take 

If you are age 20 and over, 
you should conduct a monthly 
breast self examination. This 
should be done seven days after 
your menstrual period starts. 
After menopause or a hysterec- 
tomy, breasts should be exam- 
ined on a consistent day of each 
month (such as the first day of 
the month). Specifics on this 
procedure are outlined in many 
free handouts and is included 
in the free 1994 woman's plan- 
ner calender which Everglades 
Regional Medical Center has 


available from its Woman's 
Health Care Center depart- 
ment. Any changes or irregular- 
ities should be reported to your 
physician immediately. 

Women should also have a 
professional clinical breast 
examination every three years, 
until they are forty and then, 
after age forty, should have an 
annual examination done. 

The most frequently talked

about procedure is the mam-@ ` 


mography. The Americán Can- 
cer Society guidelines for a 
mammography are as follows: 

* If age 40 to 49 you should 
have a mammography every 
one to two years. 

* If 50 years and older, then 
you should have an annual 
mammogram. 

If you notíce any symptoms 
such as masses or lumps, then 
you should see your physician 
immediately to arrange for the 
correct' type of procedures and 
reassurance of the medical situ- 
ation.

October is breast cancer aware-' 
ness month, Évérglades Region- 
al Medical Center is offering а 
5096 cost reduction for the 
mamography screening.

Most people will express or feel the preceding 
sentiment many times throughout their lives. 
People can get upset or sad for a variety of rea- 
sons. Some anguish over the appearance of a 
pimple before a new date, others can be frustrat- 
ed over not getting an expected promotion, and 
others grieve and cry over the death of a loved 
one. 

People can get upset over small and large 
changes in their lives. Some can handle a lot of 
stress, while others fly off the handle over rela- 
tively minor inconveniences, 

People commonly say they are “depressed” 
when they are not happy about some things in 
their lives. Psychiatrists use the word "depres- 
sion" in a different way to reflect a Hfe-obetruct: 
ing mood disorder. 

Ihave spoken with many patients who want to 
know if they are showing symptoms of a depres- 
sive illness or whether they have a normal sad- 
ness that will go away with time. I would say 
that for most. people, the technical distinction 
between a "normal" and "psychiatric" depression 


is "no" then you might well consider changing 
some aspects of your life. 

Even if you do not fit the official definition of 
"depression", you can still benefit from an intro- 
spective search and commitment to making a 
positive change for yourself. If however, you are 
problematically depressed, then you can defi- 
nitely beriefit from a psychiatric intervention. 
Depression is a problem that has been proven to 
respond well to therapeutic treatments. 

I will be conducting free "depression screen- 
ings" on October 7. If you would like more infor- 
mation about depression, or would like to know 
whether depression may be imparing your life 
functioning, then call 992-1330 to set up an 
appointment.
